LITTLE DISPOSITION APPARENT 


IN CONGRESS TO PROVIDE NEW 
TAXES DESPITE BUDGET LOSSES

WASHINGTON, Jan. 
16—(/P)— 
Despite tho gaping holes torn in 
tho Roosevelt budget there was 
little disposition on Capitol Hill 
today to provide now taxes at this 
session unless the administration 
demands them. 


Within ten days, developments 


have arisen that threaten to knock 
tho Roosevelt fiscal program from 
$2,500.000,000 to 
$3,500,000,000 
out 


of kilter. 
The AAA decision by 


the supreme court loft huge gaps 
in tho revnuo and congressional 
plans for paying the bonus would 
add to the expense. More damage 
to the president's estimates may 
be forthcoming later. 


But administration leaders on 


the Hill remain non-commltal over 
the prospect of new taxes, or go 
further and forecast them will bo 
none except to finance a new farm 
plan. 
Opposition forces arc criti- 


cal, 
but are not yet demanding 
new taxes. 


Determination of the tax ques- 


tion depends to a large extent 
upon administration plans for a 
new farm -program. It is general- 
ly bel/eved by members of con- 
gress that this will Involve new 
taxes, and that they may to sonje 
extent cover up tho hole In the 
budget created by the supremo 
court's AAA decision.

They have' 
worked out a system for paying1 
the veterans which they contend' 
will . slow down tho demands on 
the treasury.

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WORST DISASTER IN 
AMERICAN AIR TRAVEL 
IN ARKANSAS SWAMP 


GIANT AIRLINER CRASHED 
LATE TUESDAY BETWEEN 
MEMPHIS AND LITTLE ROCK

There were no survivors. 
Coroner J. C. Crawford held that 
the 14 passengers and crew of three 
•—12 men, four women and child— 
died "by accidental airplane crash." 


A department of commerce of- 
ficial predicted the cause of the 
disaster probably never would be 
known. 


Tho last of the bodies was brought 
cut of the swampland at 8:45 a. 
m. on flatbed wagons drawn by 
mules struggling In deep mudv 


All were removed to a Memphis 
funeral home where It was hoped 
definite Identifications 
could 
be 
made. 


Rescue workers, who found bodies 
Strewn over an area 400 yards long 
and about 75 yards wide in a water- 
filled bog, left the wreckage aa it 
was for a study by Jack Janes, Fort 
Worth division airliner inspector 
for the department of commerce. 
The liner crashed early last night 


on the Memphis-Little Rock hop of 
the regular New York-Los Angeles 
flight. Searching parties did not 
locate the wreckage until midnight, 
finding plane and bodies torn to 
bits as the big liner settled down 
over a woodland, then 
crashed 
through a dense growth of trees 
In the midst of the swamp. 
: 
Officials Arrive. 
American Airlines officers and 
department of commerce Inspectors 
arrived here this morning to in- 


• vestigate, donning hip boots for the 


plunge into the marsh. 
Federal authorities said no an- 
nouncement of the findings would 
be made public until a report was 
filed In Washington. 
The group included Lake Little- 


John of the department of com- 
merce force ;'Jaek Janes and B. M. 
Jacobs, department inspectors from 
•Fort Worth, Texas; C. R .Smith of 
Fort Worth, president of American 
Airlines; R. S. Damon of Chicago, 
vice-president of the lines; William 
Littlewood of Chicago, the com- 
pany's chief engineer, and R. W. 
Cantwell of Chicago, general sup- 
erintendent. 
They flew by plane to nearby 
Forrest .C'ty and came here by 
motor car.

Many of the entries in the coro- 
ner's book read: "Man, Unidenti- 
fied." "Woman—Name unknown."

"The plane and the bodies were 
scattered all over the place, mos 
of the bodies being near the mo 
tors. 


"It looked-to me that the plane 


had come down ad levelled off a 
the treetops, then got into tho 
trees- and kept right on going aa 
long as It could through the trees 


"I do not believe It would be 
possible to 
identify 
definitely 
more than three or four of the 
dead, 


"I understand there was a chile 


on the ship. I found the child 
shoes, near the motors, but not 
the body. 
"There was baggage and mall 


scattered all over the place. The 
cabin of the plane was gone, just 
one side wall standing. Two bodies 
near the motor looked like they 
might have been pilots."

The "Southerner'1 took off with 


Its 14 passengers, two pilots and 
stewardess In good weather and 
apparently was in good mechanl- 
:al shape. Radio communication 
Detween the plane and its ground 
sations was maintained until four 
or five minutes before the esti- 
mated time of the crash. The last 
report was an 'all well" sent from 
3,000 feet at 7:18.

"I think the commission should 
quit granting exceptions to its 
general spacing rule," Hardwicke 
replied. '^Every tract In East Tex- 
as has *a well on it. There should 
readjustments 
of 
allowables." 


An operator protested that his 
acreage in East Texas was being 
drained by wells on nearby tracts 
against which he had no protec- 
tion other than by drilling addi- 
tional wells while such drilling 
was uneconomic. He likewise de- 
manded "relief." 
Jack Blalock of Marshall, repre- 
senting 
independent 
companies 
strongly defended 
the 
commis' 


sion's present method of allocating 
production on a potential basis. 


He contended adoption of the 
acreage basis was sought by cer- 
tain interests to Increase the re- 
turn on investments "without re- 
gard to investments or property 
rights." 


The supreme court In the Brown- 
Humble Oil Producing and Re- 
fining company case sustained the 
right of the commission to grant 
exceptions to its general ten-acre 
spacing rules for reasons of equi- 
ty. 


Former Senator J. D. Parnell 


of Wichita Falls asked for infor- 
mation on how the 
bureau 
ol 


mines reached conclusions as to 
market demand, in view of the 
fact nominations made at last 
month's hearing 
were 
greater 
than at the previous month and 
the commission subsequetly reduc- 
ed the state's allowable. 
"•It is reported California and 


Oklahoma wells 
are producing 
virtually wide open," Parnell said 
In all fairness, Texas, operators 
ought to know how the bureau of 
mines arrives at its conclusions.' 


Thompson said certain of mines 
representatives at previous hear- 
ings had explained methods and 
many factors besides nominations 
were considered. 


"As far as other states are con- 
cerned," he said, "the hands of 
the commission are not tied. It 
does not have to take any fig- 
ures, including the 
bureau 
of 


mines. It is free to fix production 
so there will be no physical waste. 
The purpose of the legislature 
was to stop production in excess 
of market demand with resulting 
waste." 


The Panhandle district reported 
257,000 barrels of oil had been 
drawn from storage in December 
and average production of wells 
daily was 21.66 barrels.

METHODS 


Reform in examinations 


has reached the immigra- 
tion bureau and the courts 
having jurisdiction over the 
naturalization 
of 
aliens. 


Hereafter, say instructions 
issued by the Commissioner 
of Immigration and Natur- 
alization, there must be no 
"trick" or "catchy" ques- 
tions asked of applicants 
for citizenship. 


In the past, 
it 
seems, 


aliens 
seeking to become 


Ameriacns have been aske,d 
such things as "How high 
is 
Bunker Hill?", "How 


many legs has the Consti- 
tution?" and "How many 
stars are there on a quar- 
ter?". 
It is conceivable that a 


person might. flunk these 
questions and still have all 
the essential 
qualifications 


for good citizenship, includ- 
ing moral charter and intel- 
ligence. . More ' important 
than memorized facts in 
this business is the 
appli- 


cant's atttiude toward his 
home, 
family, 
neighbors, 


community, agencies of gov- 
ernment and the public wel- 
fare. More important than 
knowledge of specific 
de- 


tails of the Constitution are 
understanding and accept- 
ance 
of 
its fundamental 


principles. The purpose of 
the examination is to dis- 
cover such things about the 
men and 
women seeking 


naturalization. They should 
therefore be couched in sim- 
ple language. Examiners 
should be "fair, courteous, 
patient, helpful and sym- 
pathetic." 


The native born citizen 


who has never paid any at- 
tention to the process by 
which aliens become nat- 
uralized is surprised, not to 
say shocked, to learn that 
these reformsjire needed. 


PUBLICITY OR MYSTERY 


Frank editors and report- 


ers will admit that, in a 
sense, the Lindberghs have 
leen 
"persecuted" 
and 


"hounded." The 
only ex- 


cuse the press offers is that 
the pursuit has been in be- 
half of the public it serves 
The 
decent press, which 


comprises the great major- 
ity 
of 
newspapers, 
will 


gladly do what it can to let 
the afflicted family enjoy 
the privacy it desires. It is 
time for a square deal in 
this matter. 


But there 
is something 


that the Lindberghs can do 
to make it possible. The best 
way to avoid public prying 
into their private affairs is 
to avoid mystery.

BOMBING OPEN SPACE. 


When 
Mussolini 
began 


his war preparations, 
the 


rest of the world was in- 
clined to agree 
that 
the 


backward Ethiopians would 
be no match for the mod- 
ern war planes and tanks 
the 
Italians 
would 
use 


against them. There were 
some 
observers, however, 


who relaized that planes re- 
quire massed targets to be 
effective and that the small 
villages and mountain hide- 
outs of the Ethiopians did 
not furnish them. 


This has proved to be the 


case. It is reported that the 
natives have got over their 
first terror and are amused 
at the thought of the heavy 
cost of every great bomb 
dropped on their soil. An 
example is a raid made by 
13 planes on a straw-thatch- 
ed village. From more than 
200 bombs, the only casual- 
ty was a wounded chicken. 
At another place 800 bombs 
were dropped, two of them 
more than six feet long, 
with six human casualties. 
After those two attacks, an 
Ethiopian chieftain laughed 
and said: 


"The more they bomb us 


the better we like it. We 
are not afraid of them; they 
do us no military damage 
and no property damage, 
and they are wasting mon- 
ey, of which we know Italy 
has little. Anybody should 
know that airplanes are ef- 
'ective only where troops 
are massed. Our troops are 
not massed. If every bomb 
hit a soldier, the Italians 
would have to drop 2,000,- 
000 bombs to destroy us. 
And I know of an actual 
instance where one plane 
dropped 23 bombs in an 
unsucctssful 
effort 
to hit 


one soldier." 


War is destructive 
and 


costly under any 
circum- 


stances, but Italy's folly is 
a bit more obvious than us- 
ual.

NAVAL BUILDING RACE 


FOUR POWERS" WILL CON- 


TINUE EFFORTS TO LIMIT 


SIZES OF FLEETS

LONDON, Jan. 
16.—</P>—Japan 
disavowed frankly today any In- 
tention of precipitating a costly 
competition in fleet construction, 
despite its historic self-elimination 
from international naval affairs. 


While Its withdrawal from the 


five-power naval conference was 
being communicated officially to 
the delegates and the other four 
powers drafted plans to continue 
their efforts to achieve fleet lim- 
itations, Japan's 
chief 
delegate 


Admiral Osami Nagana. announc- 
ed:"Japan has no intention of en 
gaging In a naval race, despite 
the absence of a limitation agree- 
ment, and I sincerely hope no 
competition in building of war 
ships will develop between Japan 
and the United States." 


William Phillips. United Statea 


undersecretary of state, also decid- 
ed to leave after today's session 
of the depleted conference, 
to 
catch the liner Manhattan 
for 
home and deliver a first-hand re- 
port of the developments to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, 


Admiral Nagano announced his 


delegation's bolt from the confer- 
ence in an official statement last 
night, but the other 
delegates' 


first formal information of the 
move was contained in a Japanese 
note to Viscount Monsell, first lord 
of the British admiralty. 


The conference was called to re- 


convene today to hear this com- 
munication. 
Delegates and experts of the 


United States, Britain, France and 
Italy decided then to survey the 
wreckage of the conference, caus1- 
ed by the Japanese withdrawal, 
and to determine their next move 
in an attempt to reach a' fleet 
limitations agreement on a four- 
power basis. 


The Japanese delegation arrang- 
ed to leave as observer Keinosukc 
Pujii, counsellor of the Japanese 
embassy in London, and Captain 
Yashutaro Iwashlta of the Japa- 
nese naval general staff.

SENATOR NORRIS OF

—An appeal to the United States 
supreme court and a statement 
from a high source that there had 
been a "confession" in the Lind- 
bergh murder 'case gave Bruno 
Richard Hauptmann new hope to- 
day to escape the electric chair to- 
morrow night. 


The court action, requiring only 
a few seconds, was taken by two 
of Hauptmann's five-man- counsel 
at Washington. 
There was no de- 
cision by the court. 
A decision 


could be deferred until tomorrow. 


The lawyers asked for a writ ol 


habeas corpus for Hauptmann and 
a stay of execution pending a 
hearing on such a writ. 


No mention was made in the ap- 
plication of a confession or new 
evidence. 
In fact, it was based 
largely on allegations made in un- 
successful proceedings in a federal 
circuit court at Trenton Tuesday. 


The information concerning a 


confession that came from 
a 
source close to the leading figure 
in the case was: 
"There has been 
a confession, and it is by some one 
other than Bruno Richard Haupt- 
mann." 
There were no further 


details. 
In some official quarters 


there was much skepticism as to 
the merits-of such a confession. 
No Confession Knowledge. 


Governor Harold G. Hoffman's

William Conklin, after saying the 
governor had no knowledge of a 
confession, added that the gov- 
ernor as yet made no decision 
as to a reprieve. 


Before the governor also was a 


new affidavit by Samuel Small, u 
professional penman of New York, 
to the effect 
that 
Hauptmann 


"could not possibly have written" 
the ransom notes which were a 
great factor Jn the conviction of 
the Bronx carpenter at his trial at 
Flemlngton. Small drew his con- 
clusion from general methods of 
writing. 


Another governor, Homer of Illi- 


nois, came into the case today. Chi- 
cago advices said that Gov, Hor- 
ner was looking into the story of a 
Chicago Bridewell prisoner that he 
had been offered $22,000 worth of 
the Lindbergh ransom money art 40

Conference Held 


A conference wag held this morn- 
ing in the office of Attorney Gen- 
eral David T. Wilentz here. Pres-

TRANSCEND POLITICAL ISSUES * 


Things That Count Most In Life Are Those. 


.Affecting Individual Character — Sharing 
Man's Common Lot, Jesus Grappled With 
Fundamental Temptations. 


WILLIAM T. ELLIS 


Newspapers make much of pol- 


itics and of world affairs; 
but 


readers are far more Interested 
in their own personal problems, 
most of which have to do with 
character and conduct. 
Inde'ed, 


if we reason the matter through, 
we see that these individual ques- 
tions, are really basic, too, and 
determinative of the supposedly 
larger political issues. That was 
shown dramatically when the re- 
cent Franco-British peace propo- 
sals ,ran counter to the moral 
sense of the British people, and 
the government was obliged to 
reverse itself. 


Push the theme to Its limit, 


and we find that what goes on 
in the minds of men or women 
is th'e ultimate force in life. That 
is why moral questions must al- 
ways be supreme. It is folly to 
suppose that whatever 
happens 


to the character of a single per- 
son is without significance 
to 
the general welfare. Nobody has 
a i%ht to do as he pleases, when 
the fate of society is at stake. 


What If Jesuit Had Fallen? 
Forever dramatized lor the race 


in the case of Jesus is this fun- 
damental question of the tempta- 
tions' of the individual. , Suppose 
Jesus had yielded to temptation? 
He could have yielded; for the' 
temptation 'was a real and soul- 
torturing experience, and He was 
completely man. What a differ- 
ent story the history of the past 
2000 years would .have been had 
Marv's Son succumbed to 
the 


powerful and insidious wiles of 
Satan! 


One reason we have not more 
great men to lead us in this era 
of dire need is that go many, 
have_ surrendered to one or more 
of the three major temptations of 
the evil one. It is moral charac- 
ter we need today more than in- 
tellectual subtlety. 


Jesus conquered the devil by 


no power that is not at the com- 
mand of every Christian. 
And 


His example Is a thundering in- 
dictment of the weak-willed mod- 
ern mood which discards the old 
meaning of temptation, and re- 
gards'every beguilement and im- 
pulse as an opportunity for new 
experiences. Temptation is temp- 
tation, devil-Incited; and it comes 
to every 
human 
being as an 


occasion for the victory of the 
spiritual over the carnal, 


" 
At For The. Devil. 


Thjre were two actors in, this 


awesome drama In .the wilder- 
ness—which 
wag 
perhaps 
the 


gorge of the Jordan 
river, 
the 


shores of the Dead sea or the 
desolate mountains south of Je- 
rusalem. 
The 
first, 
of course, 


was Jesus, fresh from His ecstat- 
ic experience of baptism by John 
in the Jordan, and of heavenly 
recognition of His mission. The 
awesomeness of that hour drove 
Him into the wilderness to 'tfind 
Himself." 
All of His exquisite 


sensitiveness was taut. A mod- 
ern 'psychologist 
could 
explain 


the peril of reaction after such a 
tense and exalted mood.

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New Markets Urged As 
Answer Farm Problems 
By Dr. Harry E. Barnard 


By CHARLTON GUNTER 


Development of new markets outside the normal food 


outlets is the answer to the American farm problem ac- 
cording to Dr. Harry E. Barnard, director of research for 
the Farm Chemurgic Council of Dearborn, Mich., and 
principal speaker at the Wednesday morning session of 
the East Texas Chamber of Commerce Soy Bean Con- 
ference held in the auditorium of 
the First Baptist 


church. 


A capacity, crowd greeted the speakers at the con- 


ference session following the overflow reception of the 
soy bean dinner held in the Navarro Hotel on Tuesday 
evening. 


A. G. (Pat) JVIayse, president of the regional organ- 


ization, presided, and declared that the chamber was 
gratified at the expression of interest. He said that as 
far as the organization was concerned, the rank and file 
of its membership was not made up of farmers, nor of 
men who made a pretense of being farmers, but as busi- 
ness men they realized the soundness of creating new 


• sources of wealth. 


"From what we know, soy bean*' 


cultivation will be a 
slow 
and 


gradual process, and not a get- 
rich-quick scheme," 
Mr. 
Mayse 


said, adding that it was known In 
other sections to he an excellent 
soil' builder and reasonably prof- 
itable. 
He then presented H. A. York, 


plant breeder from the Delta Ex- 
periment Station, at Stoneville, 
Miss., on the subject of "Soybeans 
in the South." The speaker point- 
ed out that the cultivation of soy 
beans was practical, required no 
special lab'or or machinery, en- 
joyed unusua! freedom from in- 
sects and disease, and had other 
numerous recommending charac- 
teristics. Ifallvo Asiatics. 


Dr. York pointed out that, the 
bean was a native Asiatic that had 
long been recognized as contain- 
ing all of the vitamins necessary 
for the human race, and was first 
introduced into the United States 
about 1829. .He declared that it 
was one of the most valuable of 
soil building crops, and that at 
present more than 800 varieties 
of the bean were known to be in 
existence. 
He reported that the beans had 


ghown themselves adaptable to 
most sections of the country, and 
required the same general con- 
dilons as corn and cotton, and 
could be produced on "lands too 
alkaline for alfalfa. 
The beans 


•were reported strong In germina- 
tion, good seed producers, and 
provided good forage. 
They were 


also 'reported to be of high value 
as soil builders, particularly 
In 


supplying humus and nitrogen. 


Plant Early As Corn. 
The breeder reported that »oy 


beans could be planted as early 
as './It was safe . to plant corn, 
for the plants 
could stand an 


equal amount of frost; and should 


) be 'planted earlier than cotton; 


full stands were reported neces- 
sary 'and good crops could be se- 
cure'd either from 
planting in 


rows or broadcast. 
He reported 


•that comparison of soil types led 
him to believe that the beans 
could be grown successfully 
in 


the eastern part of Texas. He 


•^ presented 
production figures on 


N several varieties compiled by his 


'•experiment station which showed 
yields ranging from 10 to 25 bush- 
els j>er acre over a 5 year peri- 
od,He 
acknowledged 
a 
definite 


place for the beans in the farm 
program of the south, with the 
realization that often they would 
be In competition at the present 
tlme_with cottonseed oil and other 
cotton 
oil products, but intelli- 


gently used could aid the farm- 
era. 
Ha reported that 
several 


varieties were known as edibles 
and Were suited for garden crops. 


Dr. E. B. Reyriolds of the Tex- 


as Experiment Stations, led the 
discussion of the paper, after con- 
gratulating the regional chamber 
on Its move, declaring It to be 


- the most constructive in a long 


time. 


Comparison of Yield. 
He presented a comparison of 


the yields per acre by ^tates, re- 
porting that Texas yields wer» 
not sufficient to tabulate in re- 
cent .years. He then presented re- 
sults of experiments at 
Texas 


stations which showed Tyler and 
that section of the state to be 
the most promising field for the 
crop. 
Good forage crops were 


reported in the coastal regions, 
but _the bean cop was often a 
failure. Very low yields were re- 
ported from West Texas tests,* 


Dr. Reynolds stated that the 


reports proved the regional adap- 
tation of the crop, and recom- 
mended them as a supplemental 
cash crop, and for forage 
and 


soil building. He indicated that 
he believed they could be suc- 
cessfully grown in the eastern 
.and northeastern sections of the 
state, but stated that there was 
a 
distinct need for more informa- 


tion .in Texas on proper varieties 
and for more complete general 
knowledge, and suggested caution 
on extensive plantings. 


An" active question period fol- 


lowed, with the fact being de- 
veloped that the soy beans had 
about equal soil building power 
as cowpeas with greater market 
for the crop. 


Curtis Morris, assistant 
man- 


ager of the regional organization 
made series of announcements at 


, this point in the 
meeting con- 


cerning a photograph to be tak- 
en after the session, and the af- 
ternoon program. 


The presiding officer then in- 


troduced Dr. Harry A. Barnard, 
of Dearborn, Mich. 


Iiidiistial Uses. 


Dr. Barnard said in his intro- 


duction that he had not come 
to Texas to tell the farmers how 
to grow beans because he was not 
familiar with that work, but he 
was acquainted with the indus- 
trial uses of the amazing, unbe- 
lievable bean which he recounted 
seeing harvested 
last 
week 
In 


Michigan where the blade of the 
mower was underneath the blan- 
ket of snow covering the fields. 


He reported extensive cultiva- 


tion of the beans in Iowa, Illi- 
nois and M:ohiKan, and reported 
that tbi» year Henry Forti, 
a 


practical farmer, raised an aver- 
age of 24.6 bushels per acre on 
48,000 acres of poor sandy land 
that would be termed unfit for 
cultivation in Texas. 


Back of the interests of the 


farmer 
should 
be the 
interest 


of the agronomist. and the chem- 
ist, 
according tor Dr. 
Barnard, 


with the two research men hav- 
ing the more important roles. He 
suggested that fhese men would 
have, to prove whether or not the 
beans would be' profitable crops 
in Texas. 


The speaker declared that the 
depression was due largely to the 
condition of the farmers of the 
nation, and the circumstances that 
had resulted in their loss of buy- 
ing power. He recounted that mil- 
lions of acres of land had been 
taken out of cultivation in a des- 
perate effort to improve condi- 
tions, and that some use would 
have to be found for the land in 
order to furnish employment for 
idle millions. 
Complicating this 


problem, the speaker said, is ,the 
fact that the nation has sufficient 
food and feed for an almost sta- 
bilized population, and cannot in- 
crease 
production and maintain 
prices. 


Answer Is Becelved. 
He declared that the answer 
was found last May when the 
Farm ChemurKic 
Council 
was 


formed, composed of frepresenta- 
tlvcs of the farmers, industry, and 
science. He credited science and 
industry with having aided the 
farmers in production problems 
for years, but said they had failed 
in developing more uses for farm 
products. 
Normal 
consumption 


was reported to have dropped be- 
cause appetites have lessened and 
diets are better balanced. He also 
credited the loss of the use of 
crops on thirty million acres to 
the use of gasoline as farm power 
in place of horses and mules. 
He also pointed out that where 


previously Europe imported Amer- 
ican wheat and cotton was ship- 
ped to all parts of the world, ev- 
ery nation is now striving to -be 
self-contained 
because 
each 
of 
them is waiting for the next war 
and cannot take a chance on the 
conditions of the last conflict . be- 
ing repeated. 
With this discussion of condi- 
tions. Dr. Barnard declared that 
the only possible solution of the 
problem would be the develop- 
ment of the normal food 
outlets 
and industry is the only sane an- 
swer. He reported that new uses 
were rapidly being developed. 


Taking up cotton, he declared 
that new uses were being found 
for the fibre and that no longer 
was it the farmers' problem. Turn- 
ing to corn, he predicted that with- 
in a few years the nation would 
turn to the .corn fields for its sug- 
ar instead of securing 
from 


Cuba, and that when the great oil 
deposits were exhausted all of the 
fuel needed for the nation would 
be raised on the farms and alcohol 
would be as cheap as gasoline. 
He declared that there was no 


need to continue the heavy im- 
ports of tung oil from Asia when 
the trees could be grown equal- 
ly as well in this country In se- 
lected sections, and continued im- 
portations would be as 
foolish 


as depending on Spain for or- 
anges and Sicilly for lemons as 
the world did fifty years ago. 


Turning to the soy bean, he 


declared that It had been an im- 
portant human food supply for 
25,000 years, and that now many 
new markets were being develop- 
ed that did not compete with any 
other farm product. He reported 
that soy bean oil was now an im- 
portant ingredient in American 
paints, varnishes and automobile 
enamels. 


Plastics 
were reported to be 


anothor new field for the use of 
the soy bean, and the speaker 
reported the industry was grow- 
ing as rapidly as radio and more 
rapidly than the manufacturing 
of 
automobiles. 
Buttons, 
funi- 


ture, wall panels, and many oth- 
er similar articles are now being 
manufactured 
that 
are coming 


only remotely from wood and di- 
rectly from the soy bean. Coat- 
ings for fine papers, as stabilizers 
for fats in manufacture of ole- 
marjarines and confections, cel- 
luloid, 
printers ink, 
flues, 
and 


many other new uses were re- 
ported, including the use of soy 
glue by 
the 
Postoffice 
depart- 


ment on stamps where the glue 
was 
formerly 
imported 
from 


Java. 


Standardized Grades. 


He reported that methods of 


processing were being more high- 
ly developed and that ti* future 
'vould 
see 
more 
standardized 


grades of oils that would also 
aid the movement. 
He reported 


that Italian scientists were now 
making wool nut of skimmed milk 
and that it was no Impossibility 
to take a portion of the 
soy 


bean and produce the same re- 
sulls4 
and 
perhaps 
even 
from 


cottonseed. 


Referring in conclusion to the 


Texas Centennial, he pointed out 
that the state could support a 
population greater than that of 
any European nation, and 
the 


richness of its wealth could not 
be estimated, nor its future even 
be visioned, and that the day 
is not far distant when the an- 
nual crop* would bt richer than

SOY BEAN DINNER 


UNIQUE MEAL ATTENDED BY 


REPRESENTATIVES 
FROM 


EVERY SECTION STATE 


"No one else will do what we 
ourselves 
should do" was -the 
challenge thrown out to a capac- 
ity audience Tuesday night by A. 
G. (Pat) Mayse, president of the 
East Texajs Chamber of Commerce, 
as he concluded his keynote ad- 
dress "New Sources of Wealth" 
opening the two-day soybean con- 
ference in Corsicana. 


The soy bean dinner opening the 
conference was served to a capac- 
ity crowd of approximately two 
hundred 
representatives 
of all 
parts of Texas with delegates from 
several other states included. Orig- 
inal preparations had been made 
to handle 125 places and even 
with the augmented capacity, lo- 
cal officials reported that more 
than fifty reservations were re- 
jected, and all local persons sur- 
rendered their tickets to visitors, 


C. C. Roberts, past president of 
the Corsicana Chamber of Com- 
merce and now a director of tho 
regional 
chamber, 
presided 
as 
toastmastcr of the evening. The 
nvocatiqn was pronounced by Rev. 
Don- L. Wharton. pastor of the 
First Baptist church of Longview. 


Soy Bean Menu. 
. 
, 


At the beginning of the dinner, 
Dr. Jethroe Kloss, noted chemist 
and research worker, was present- 
ed to explain the various items 
appearing on the menu. 
All of 
the dishes were prepared under 
Dr. Kloss' supervision from prod- 
ucts which he himself had derived 
from soy beans. 
Wonder and 


laughter were mixed as the dinner 
progressed, and the veteran chem- 
ist explained the compositions of 
the various dishes and their spec- 
ial qualities, often illustrating his 
explanations with humorous Inci- 
dents from his experience. 
Opening the dinner was a hot 
soy-tomato 
cocktail, 
and 
other 


c'.ishes included buttermilk, bread, 
butter, 
cottage 
cheese, 
yellow 
cheese, sprouted soy beans, two 
kinds of roasts, spaghetti, 
coffee, 


ice cream and cake—all utilizing 
soy bean Ingredients. 


At this point a number of the 
visitors were Introduced including 
Dr. H. A. Barnard, 
Dearborn, 
Mich.; H. A. York, Delta Experi- 
ment Station, Stoneville, Miss.; W. 
E. Burgess, former Corsicana res- 
ident, from Shreveport, La.; F. M. 
Witherspoon of Shrcveport- Dr. c. 
S. Hedges, College Station: Victor 
Schoffelmayer, Dallas: S. M. Har- 
mon, president 
of the National 
Cottonseed Crushers' Association; 
Dick Haughton of Dallas; Prof. 
Osborne of Oklahoma A. and M. 
College; A. L. Ward, educational 
director of the National Cotton- 
seed Crushers' Association: J. I. 
Morgan, president of the Cotton- 
seed Products Association, and. L. 
E, Robinson, agricultural agent of 
the L. & A, Railway Company, 
and others. 


Resuming 
the 
program, 
the 
toastmaster asserted that it was 
the most delicious meal that he 
had ever eaten that he didn't 
know anything about. 
He then 


presented Mr. Mayse as the "key- 
noter."Compliments Corsicana. 
In his Introduction,. Mr. Mayse 
said that several times in the past 
he had been able to make talks on 
soy beans because he knew as 
much about them as anyone in his 
audience, but with such authorities 
as had been gathered for this ses- 
sion, he would have to change his 
tactics. He said that the regional 
chamber was glad to come to Cor- 
sicana, one of the most progres- 
sive cities of the state, for this 
conference, paid tribute to the 
toastmaster, and also 
to 
Lowry 
Martin of the Corsicana Sun whom 
he termed one of the greatest 
newspaper publishers in the state. 
Turning to his selected subject, 


"New Sources of Wealth," the re- 
gional chamber president stated 
that soy beans were one of them. 
He recalled a former meeting held 
at Conroe at which Dr. Kloss of 
the Health Food Products Manu-

had served a number of soy disn- 
es and had outlined the possibili- 
ties of the beans as a diet. He 
declared that while the scientist's 
remarks had sounded far-fetched 
at that time, the dinner served 
Tuesday night made good his ev- 
ery statement. 
The speaker predicted that the 


time was not too far away when 
the daily diet of Texans would in- 
clude, many of the soy bean prod- 
ucts, and admitted that 
only the 


surface of the possibilities had 
been scratched. 
He recalled the first conference 
held last year at Clarksville, and 
pointed out that this year Red 
River county had planted about 
5,000 acres as an experiment and 
Lamar county about 
1.000 acres. 
He stated that the crop was new, 
and , that Texans were gradually 
learning about it, insisting that it 
was not a "cure-all" but as an ad- 
ditional' money crop was interest- 
ing. 
He declared the conference 


had gathered more men of au- 
thority on soy beans than had 
ever been presented on a single 
program in the state before. 
New Sources of Wealth. 


Turning to other new sources 


of wealth, he stated that the re- 
gional chamber was vitally inter- 
ested in the experiment with Tung 
oil trees, hemp and other new 
crops believed adapted to 
this 
state. He pointed to the develop- 
ment of rose culture in Smith 
county as an example of the pos- 
sibilities confronting Texans. 
He 
said the chamber was glad to have 
aided in the development of the 


nil of the richness stored In an- 
cient ages in the earth, and with 
no limit to its resources. 


Afternoon Session. 


After the noon recess, the vis- 


itors heard an address on "Crush- 
ing of Soy Beans with Present 
Cottonseed Equipment" by J. I. 
Morgan, president of the Nation- 
al Cottonseed Products 
associa- 


tion from Farmville, North Car- 
olina; this was followed by an ad- 
dress by L. E. Robinson, agricul- 
tural agent of the L. and A. Rail- 
way company, on "Present Exper- 
ience With Soybeans in the Farm 
Program in Texas and Louisiana.1

during the conference, the meet- 
ing was adjourned about 3 p. m.

COMPREHENSIVE PICTURE 


OF SOY BEAN POSSIBILITIES 


SHOWN IN LOBBY DISPLAY 


A comprehensive picture of the 


possibilities of the soy bean as a 
food source and as a vital factor 
in industry is presented in the dis- 
plays arranged in^'thg lobby of the 
Navarro Hotel in connection with 
the two-day conference sponsored 
by the East Texas 
Chamber of 


Commerce. 
. 
• - 
Included in the foods group -were 


samples of macaroni and spaghetti 
made from soy bean flour, cereal 
coffee composed principally of the 
beans, various kinds of meat sub- 
stitutes made from the pulp of the 
bean with some of its oil content 
added, meal, flour, 
brew flakes, 
toasted flakes which closely resem- 
bled in taste some of the popular 
breakfast foods. , 
in addition there are displays of 


raw oil, varnish, heavy body oil, 
concentrated soap, and soap of the 
usual variety.- .- 
Out exhibit takes the beans in 
their natural state, and traces the 
development of 
the 
by-products 


both from the oil and from the 
cake. On the oils division there ap- 


pears various kinds of cooking and 
lubricating oils, bond oils, resins, 
and Ingredients for lacquers. On 
the cake side, are' other chemical 
by-products much used in Indus* 
try, including 
an 
ingredient of 


moulding sand, 
a 
substitute for 
rubber, and-then this same product 
compacted under tremendous pres- 
sure to form . a metalllc-like sub- 
stance extensively used 
in 
the 


manufacture of automobiles and 
other machinery. 


In addition, ten varieties of the 
soy beans are on display including 
six yellow and four of the brown 
varieties. All of them are similar 
in size and shape, and closely re- 
semble 
the 
well-known cream 
crowder pea, 
' Among the exhibitors are the

greatest rose-growing sections of 
the United «States. 


Mr. Mayse declared that one of 


the best possibilities was the man- 
ufacture of newsprint-' and its by- 
products from Texas pine, and re- 
ferred to the experimental work 
done by Dr. Charles A. Herty, 
which had proven that pine was 
as good as spruce for the manu- 


spruce 
could be made from pines 
old that compared with 
trees 50 to 75 years old. 


Asserting that the past age had 
been that of the electrical engi- 
neer, the speaker asserted that 
the next would be that of the 
chemist. He predicted that Texas 
would soon have a paper mill, 
and said that the state contained 
twenty million acres of suitable 
timber. 


Mr. Mayse d'eclared that Texas 
did not have the capital to ven- 
ture out and exploit its own mag- 
nificent 'resources, calling atten- 
tion to the fact that within the 
bounds of the regional organiza- 
tion which includes 70 countiea, 
there was half, the population of 
the state, and 70 per cent of "the 
resources. 
He 
remarked that 


while Northern bankers could in- 
vest $400,'000.000 in the develop- 
ment of Canadian anruce, that it 
was difficult to attract the five 
or six millions needed to inaugur- 
ate the 
newsprint -Industry In 


Texas. 
' ' , . " ' 
Paper Mill* In Texas. 


He predicted that within a short 
time there would be a paper mill 
established in Texas, and that the 
beginning o fits operations would 
mark the Inaugural of the great- 
est industrial era In the history of 
the state. 
He remarked 
that 
while Texas was celebrating Its 
centennial this year a hundred years 
was young for a state, and that 
the greater part of the history of 
the region was ahead, and the op- 
portunities of today were equal to 
those found by the pioneer set- 
tlers. 


Mr. Mayse said that he and his 


organization felt the responsibil- 
ity and the challenge of the times, 
but predicted they would make 
progress in spite of many mis- 
takes. 
He expressed a hope for 
the day to come 
when Texans 


would cease to be Interested alone 
in the exchange of the wealth al- 
ready in' existence, and turn their 
attention to the development of 
new wealth and new resources. 


"No one else will do what we 
ourselves should do," the speaker 
concluded after expressing his re- 
gret at the inability of the organ- 
ization to estimate the crowd and 
make sufficient preparations, and 
declaring that it was a good day 
when folks could auit their busi- 
ness long enough to study tho 
common problem of the creation 
of new wealth. 
H. H. Williamson, director of 


the Texas A. and M. College ex- 
tension service, was presented to 
lead the discussion of the keynote 
speech but announced that the 
speech could stand for itself with- 
out comment. He remarked that 
it was the first time he had "been 
beaned and enjoyed It." 
Possibilities Only Scratched. 


He joined In the conclusion that 


the possibilities of soy beans haJ 
merely been scratched, and con- 
gratulated the 
regional chamber 


on its thoughtfulness in arranging 
the conferences for studying the 
problems of the future which had 
the opportunities of changing tho 
future economics set-up. 
He re- 
called 
impressions gained 
from 


former conferences, and announc- 
ed that two outstanding speakers 
would be presented at the annual 
farmers 
short course beginning 


July 20. 
The extension director said that 


he would recommend that 
the 
farmers of the state not go into 
soy bean culture on a large scale 
at first but to plant small tracts 
of an acre or two in order to learn 
their culture and possibilities. He 
pointed out that the beans were 
good for people, cattle, and for 
hungry land, and announced that 
his county agents would be glad 
to co-operate in every possible 
manner.
